1* Troitsk, 80 km. south of Chelyabinsk, has been developed as an industrial town 

since 1944 by the erection of a chemical factory and on armnent factory. 

Fifteen hundred workers arc employed and three shifts are worked day and night. 

The armament factory produces, among other things* the following weapons® 

a. 78 m Borsig gun, similar to the Wohraacht double-role S& m for anti-aircraft 
and ground use. 

b. 37 m anti-aircraft gun, mounted on on SP chassis, with 4 barrels, which 
can be fired singly, two at a tine* or all four at once. 

c. 25 ran anti-aircraft gtm, normal single* barrel. 

d. mchino-guns, similar in appearance to tfehmacht 115-42: the barrel does 
net require changing. 

©. mchine-pisiols. 


2. a. A modem brickbuilt rubber goods factory is situated on the outskirts of 
Sverdlovsk. In 1947 this factory employed 2,000 - 3,000 workers, mostly 
civilian internees of Volga-German origin.
